It has approximately 400 non-track vehicles, in- 
cluding many 3~ton Doda trucks, 3-ton Ford trueke, Jeops (one to cach com 
pany), and Ariels (two to each company). Furthermore, one Gorman Panther 
tank is to be recaivad by every tank regirent (and tranis brigade) in the 
near future as a recovery tank.*
